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A  number  of  firms  throughout  KPFA's  signal  area  have  agreed  to  give  an  introductory 
KPFA  subscription  to  purchasers  of  FM  equipment  referred  by  the  station  or  its  sub- 
scribers. This  is  the  latest  development  in  KPFA's  efforts  to  encourage  those  who  might 
be  interested  in  the  station's  programming  to  buy  FM  equipment. 

When  KPFA  began  its  broadcasting  activity  in  1949  it  was  with  the  expectation  that 
Frequency  Modulation  would  rapidly  become  a  medium  of  mass  communication.  As  late 
as  1951  when  about  21%  of  Bay  Area  dwelling  units  were  equipped  to  receive  FM  it  was 
projected  statistically  that  by  1954  about  53%  of  homes  in  this  area  would  receive  FM. 
Instead  of  an  expected  rise,  national  production  of  FM  sets  fell  from  1,313,000  units  in 
1951  steadily  to  the  figure  of  131,000  units  in  1954:  as  an  accompanying  fact  only  24% 
of  the  dwelling  units  in  the  Bay  Area  are  presently  equipped  to  receive  FM,  A  heavy 
concentration  on  the  manufacture  of  television  receivers  has  helped  to  bring  matters  to 
the  point  where  it  is  difficult  to  find  suitable  FM  reception  equipment  in  many  radio 
stores. 

Various  special  offers  and  bulletins  have  been  provided  in  the  past  through  the  station's 
facilities.  Recently  a  continuing  source  of  economical  equipment  has  been  found: 
through  an  arrangement  with  a  local  distributor  we  are  able  to  offer  at  market  cost  a 
table  model  FM  receiver  or  tuner  with  a  free  six  months  KPFA  subscription. 

We  are  gratified  to  announce  the  participation  of  the  following  radio  and  Hi-Fi  dealers 
in  the  aforementioned  offer  of  introductory  subscriptions  with  the  purchase  of  FM 
equipment.  The  term  of  the  subscription  depends  on  the  amount  of  purchase.  Other 
firms  will  be  listed  as  they  commit  themselves  to  this  arrangement.
